Our ups anid downs on the suib- 
ject of cable TV have been ile 
the proverbial roller coaster. In 
recent weeks some of the dust 
from events has settled and we

ture might (and might not) bring. 

The likelihood of vendor-provid- 
ed cable TV in Bethel is very re- 
mote. The vendor has withdrawn 
his proposal submitted to. the Plan- 
ning Board earlier this year and 
other companies who are “look- 
ing” at Bethel are quick to point 
out that low population densiy and 
long distances. to rum cables might 
not yield a profitable venture. A:c- 
‘cording to cable TV industry’ au- 
thorities a density of 30 to 40 
houses per mile and at least 1,000 
(consumers are needed in onder to 
provide a'éable TV vendor a rea- 
sonable chance to make a profit 
on the investment. Surveys show 
that Bethel figures average, at 
best, half those basic criteria, 

Citizens planning antenna chang- 
es should probably be guided by 
the above information provided by 
the industry and not count on ven 
dor-provided cable TV coming to 
Bethel. These and other experts 
tell us that technology might come 
to our rescue within five years. as 
producers: make available at lower 
lecosts individual roof-top dish an- 
tennae and associated electronics 
packages,
